Information of the highest Importance s just
recelved from Cuba by the stenmship Columbia,
It is to the effect that the Republie of Cubia has
been formally established by o Congress held at
Guaimaro, a fmall town in the Central Depart-
partment of the island, about twenty leagues
cast of Puerto Principe. The intelligence is
dated Nuoevitas, May 11, and runs as follows:

Establishment of the Patriot Government,

The Cubans have cstablished a Government at
Ginaimaro, with Carlos Manuel Cespodes as Presi-
dent; Franclsco V, Agullera, Vice-Prosident, Seore.
tary of State and War; Pedro Flmoreda, Assistant
secretary of War, and Genernl Manvel Quesada,
Commander-in-Chief of all the forces. They have
put aslde all party disgensions and geem determined
hereafter to act in an orderly manner and with es-
sential organization. The Cuban Legislature con.
dueted their proceedings with great ananimity, aud,
s you have been advised, pusged an act for ammeXi-
tion to the United States,

Address of Cespedes on Reslgning His Provi-
stonnl Anthority.

To the Inhabitants and the Liberating Army of the
Eastern and Western Departments—Pellow-Citlzens
and Soldiers of the Fatherlund :<The course of
eventsa, which I have never distrusted, without gly-
ing & view a8 to our revolution—a revolution which
I8 to-day what it was yesterday, and will be to-mor-
Tow, the constant aspiration of the people of Cuaba
for independence, brought to the fleldof actual ex-
istence—leads me to<dny willingly by the hand
before the legal repregentatives of the Cuban people,
to restore to their hands the double authority with
which my good fortune, clroumstances, sml your
vountiful confldence had clothed me, those of (Gene-
mal-in-Chiel of the Eastera and Western Depart-
moents, and Chief of your Provisional Governmaent,

Now that the House of Representatives, gathered
from all parts of the siand, has been happlly -
gurated in Gualmaro, it becomes from the moment
of its organization the supreme and only authority
far all Cubans, becanse (L constitutes the depository
of the people’s will, soverelgn of the present ani
controfler of the mture, All temporary power and
authority ceases w have a rightful volce in Caba
from the very moment in which the wise democratic
syvstem, laying its solld foundations beneath the
ggantic shadow of the tree of lberty, has come to
endow ns—after sulfering the most inlguitons rale—
with the most beautiful and magniticent of human
institutions—a republican goversment,

Oourt of Unarter Nesslons-Allison, P. J.
ALDERMANIC BEALS

Various wldermen having asked the mdvice of the
Ceurt as to the form of the #eal they wera required
under the recent act of Assembly to have, Jodge
Allison this morning gave the following declsion :—

By an aet of the Legislature 1 on the 13th day of
Maroh, 15, the Aldormon of the citios of Philadelphia
and Lancaster are direoted to provide public aldermanic
sedn, and to have engraved therson the armsof the Uom
monwoealth, wirh the name, suraume, anid office of the
Aldl:rmu{: uning tho sanie, with the place of his residenoe

The Aldermen are not able to detormine the vexed
question as to whist deviee constitutes the “armia of the
Commonwealth,” and ask for instructions,

To this question it in not easy to furnish & satisfactory
answer, thore being nothing of desoription or impression
to which access can bo had, or which has s koown exist
ence, that enablos us to npu\ with any reasonable degroy
ol cortainty on the subjecl, The State Department at
Hurrisburg han boon searched in vain, and all that re
rmkins is i mere serap of history, whioh indieatos tha timao
when the armn of the Niate wore engraved for the use of
the Commonwealth,

i Exeautive Coungil in 178 aathorized a Me, Panel 10
rocure to bo engeaved tho “arms of the Stale' in Paris.
I'lis Mr. Penet did, and by letter from Nantes to the
Counell notitied them that he had forwarded the engray.

started that the Bank of England directors would to-
day again sdvance the rute of discount, The scene
in the Gold Room during the afternoon was a very
lively one. The crowd was Incessant, and the apart-
ment brought back memories of the wild speculation

CANADIAN ANNBEXATION.

In speaking of the propogitton that Englaond shoald
codle Candn 1o the Unitd States as an offsel to the
Alubimu clulms, he suld—

There are some, 1t secms, who wish to preas de-
mands on Engiand with o view to annexing ot once
her Canadian and West Indisn possessions; and this
proposil, cotming simultaneonsly with elalms for re-
parntion o the court of high morality and honor, will
ruther confuse the minds of our people. 1 have
earned, 4t the price of some oblogquy, the right of
saying that I am sincere in wishing that Great Bris
taln and all the powers of the Old World should take
thelr departure as speedlly as honor will permit from
the New Workd, and leave the destinles of the New
World to thelr own conrse.  England has done all the
good that she can do in planting her race and her
[ree institutions here. She has reaped all the honor
that she can reap, and that honor will not die,  Dis-
membwer her em !{rv. destroy her neets and armies,
roin her trade, do all to her of whut revenge can
dream ; she can never be doeprived of the glory of
baving founded her, The West Indian possessions
were once oferad 1o you, and would to heaven that
you had aceepted them, To us they have been a
curse from the beginning., The gold which some of
our people drew from them in the days of slavery
was demon gold ; it tilled onr politics and oar soclety
with ¢orruption,  Sinece the abolition of sluyery
the islnmds have been o omere bardon to us; they
have been much worse; Joatolen hes brooght
upon English jnstice n stain far worde than any loss
ol territory or any defeat in war. We conld not
allow them to piass out of our hands while there
was any fesar lest slavery should be  restored,
But now, 1 belleve, the great majority of
Englishmen would agree in saying that i we
could be honorably ridof the whole group, with their
population, biack and white, amd all thele barbar-
Isms und Internecine huatreds, the 1oss wonld bhe o
boundiess gain,  Wilth regard to Canmdn the attitade
of England is not doubtful, She says plainly to the
Cunadinns, your destindes are in yoar own hands; if
Sou wish to stay with me 1 s prood of your attneh-
ment, and no wet of mine shall gever the bond; if
you prefer independence, Independence i yours; If
you desire to go into the Uplon, go, and preserve in
your new estute Kind memories of old ties nnd of
your fathertund. A8 o ceding them, or any of her
citizens, by way offcompensation for her own Habill-
ties, It I8 athought which honor would forbid her for a
moment to entertuin, I belleve | know enough of
the Canndinns to say that they do not like to be
threatened with annexation; that for some political
andd dscal reasons, and algo becanse, in Upper Canida
it least, they are rather sthf Anglo-Saxons, they
prefer to remalin a8 they arve, and that they fod the
rule of thelr parent not oppressive, becanse, ke
other American children, they rule her. Neverthe-
fess the day will no doubt come when these vast amd
istant territories will cease to belong o that little
1sland ; and when geography and commercial inte-
rest will in this, a8 In the other cases, assert thelr
Fuwt-r.
